FILUCOISE 1.AJLAU, Group T-2, LSL, advised that she and her 
husband had knnvn FUCHS whtfie he was at Los llanos, and that FUCHS had been 
up to their hone a few tines. She stated that he talked very little and 
especially never said anything about hinsolf. She stated that on one 
occasion she had asked FUCHS why ho left Gcrnany, but that he had not answered 
her question. She stated that sho knew '/no contacts or acquaint one os of 
FUCKS away f ran the project, and that s' e knew of no trips he- had nade, except 
the one to lloxico City in 1945. She advised that FUCHS* closest associates 
in Los llanos were Hr. and I rs . PEIKRLS, SKYPJE, and jjEYNbAN. 

- . Hr. ROLF LlTDSxLiFF, T-Division, L1SL, stated that he had known 
FUCHS only casually at Los llanos as ho had been in F-Division at that tine. 
IA1IDSK1FF. stated that on one occasion, ho had told FUCHS that ho had formerly 
had a mathematics professor waned FUCHS in Berlin, and asked if he were a 
relative of FUCHS.- Ho stated that FUCHS had not answered the question. 
LttKDSKlFF stated that ho had not thought much of this at the tine as ho 
knew that refugees fron Germany frequently did not like to discuss anything 
concerning the old country, as ho hinsolf had cone to this country as a Jewish 
refugee. L/JTDSKAIL stated that he had never had any reason to suspect that 
FUCHS had Communistic sympathies, and that he knew cf no contacts of FUCHS 
away from Los llanos . He stated that ho know of no trips made by FUCHS ax jay 
fren the Los Alamos project, and that he never recalled seeing him away 
fron the project, 

-Sr. NICHOLS CaSJTilTTClaj^^iOPOLIS, T-Divisicn, L1SL, advised that 
he had worked in the sane divisions FUCKS while ho was at Los llanos, but 
^ that his contact with FUCHS had been very United. Ho stated that FUCHS was 
el/a quiet individual, almost shy.

(This was prcb-bly FUCHS as 
tho records at Los Ala; 10 s reflect- that ho flew to Montreal, Canada, just 
prior to his trip to llexico and returned by air to Albuqueroue.) She stated 
that the trip was made in FUCHS' car, which she believed was a Buick, four door 
sedan. l-lrs. TELLER st.'tod that they had actor trouble at Harfr., Texas on tho 
way to Llexico, -and that it had taken ab:ut two days to have tho car repaired* 
they thereafter left the United Statos at Laredo, Texas, but she could not 
remember any of tho places that they had spent tho night, except at - iarfa, 
Texas. They stayed in llexico City for two or throe days. She could not recall 
the none of tho hotel at which they stayed, but stated that it was tho first 
or second best hotel and that it was cn the min street of Llexico City. She 
explained that they had had reservations at another hotel, but that this hotel 
did net have the accomodations they wanted, and that they had actually stayed 
at another lie tel. *frs.. TELLER stated that she could not ron&jber nuch" about 
this trip and she was not pressed for details. She stated that they had not 
seen anyone that they knew on this trip and that to her knowledge, FUCHS had 
not not anyone unknown to her.

She stated that on another night about the sane tine, there 
had been a/party, and in addition to FUCHS, HERBERT L^ilDSRSON and his wife, 
AN TKONYjmKEVI CH and HICHOL’SKSTaOPOLIS were present. 

She stated that at the tine FUCHS had been at the Argonno National 
Laboratory, on business, she recalled riding fre.n tho Laboratory t~ her hone 
with FUCHS on one occasion, in a Government car which had boon assigned to 
Jiin. . 

A few ninutes aftor this interview, lis, TEILER called the 
writer by telephone and state*.’ that she now recalled that FUCHS had been a 
Very close friend of HHTIIT D5UT3CH w hile ho was at Los .'.lanos.

PELERLS was talking .about bringing FUCHS tVXos A lar.io 3 , and that 'Irs. PEIERLS 
had referred to FUCHS as "penny in the slot*- 'FUCHS." explaining that if you 
put a coin in hin, you night get five words -ut cf bin. He stated that 
FUCHS was a very quiet individual, and that he never recalls having heard 
hin mention politics. TELLER st* ted that he had had no contact with FUCHS 
at work at Los Alanos, and that ho had seen hin at a few parties, Ke advised 
he had seen hin in Chicago in 194-7* and that he had had dinner at his hone. 
TELLER stated that ho was in England in 1948, but that he did not recall 
seeing FUCHS, although FUCHS nay have been at some of the meetings which 
TELIER attended. ■ 

: He stated that he was again in England in the summer of 1949, 

r^yani that he saw a lot of FUCKS at that tine. He stated that FUCilS had .act 
asihin in tho American Embassy in London; shortly after his arrival, and that 
' obey had later had considerable official contact at Harwell, :: Qnc 'evening, 
v aduring TELLER'S stay in Harwell, he spent several hours with^HcHS.. TELLER 
. stated that he could not recall anything concerning FUCHS 1 activities, which 
would indicate that ho was sympathetic towards Communis n. He had never heard 
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hin express any opinions concerning Russia cr Germany. Ho stated ho 
■ know of no acquaintances cf FJCHS in this country other than the people 
with vihon he worked at Los Alamos . 

TELLER stated that v<hilc at Los Llanos, FJCKS was a very close 
associated TEI3RL5. TSLL2R stated that he trd first net EEEERLS in 
Gernany at the University of Leipzig in 1928, He stated, that the Comuni st 
Party was perfectly legal at that tine in Gernany, and that if PEIERLS had 
any Communist sympathies, he ■would have had no reason to hide then, lie addod 
tint PEIERLS has shown no narked political interest and had indicated no 
Communist sympathies , 'Ty.T.T.zi s tated that he had later known PEIERLS in 
England and at Los Llanos, Now Ilcxico in 1944 and 1945, ’ 'hen FEIKKLS was 
back in the United States in 1946 end 1947, he had been strongly in favor of 
agreement vdth Russia, TELLER continued that ho could not recall that PEIERLS 
had discussed politics with hin when h? saw hin in England in 1948. He added 
that he had been at PEIERLS * hone foadainner along with a number of other people, 
and that he had sat next to EUGENI^jbEIERLS during dinner, Ke stated that 
during the dinner, Lrs, PEIERLS had tNno "quite a bit of baiting" and called 
hin (TELLER) a war fiSngel^ 

TELLER stated that PEIERLS had never told hin why ho loft Germany, 
but that he always assuned that it was because PEIERLS was Jowish, Ho stated / 
that ho thought that PEIERLS had net his wife, EUGENI.., at a scientific 
^noting in Eoscow, He stated that he believed that GEORrfjMAlIDR, ^ho recently 
left Los Alamos to return to George Washington Univorsity an Washington, D.C., 
could probably furnish more information about Hrs. 3UG3EIA PEIERLS then 
anyone else ho knew. He stated he believed that GANOU had known Hrs, PEIERLS 
in Russia, GANOW was supposed to have nade the statement that the only reason

Cleveland, Ohio, from 1928 to 1933, where he studied Electrical 
Engineering but did not graduate. The files of the New York Office reflect 
that while in college, GEISER toured Bussia as a member of the YCL and led 
the college's Communist activities. On February 28, 1933, he was the sole 
representative of the CP, USA, to attend a South American anti-war congress 
at Montevideo, Uruguay. There he made a violent speech attacking the United 
States Government and advocating i ts overthrow. About 1934 he was the Bronx 
County YCL Educational Director. 


From 1938 to 1939, GEISER was a prisoner of General FRANCO. He had 
been a Battalion Commissar of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade. He returned to the 
United States May 7, 1939, In 1939 he was elected to the National Council of 
the YCL. In 1941 he was employed by the Llquidometer Corooratlon, airplane 
instrument factory, 41-03 36th Street, Long Island City, as a motor assembler.
